JUST A FEW YEARS AGO 

As 1935 reaches its end and the New Year is 
just around the corner, let us meditate upon the 
great significance of certain events in the past twelve 
months. 



A year ago the New Deal was at the full tide 
of power and popularity. There was literally no 
opposition from any source. The "brain trust" ruled 
the nation. The Constitution was a dead letter. The 
Republican party as an opposition party was paral- 
yzed and helpless. The nation was ruled by a blend 
of fascism, communionism and personalities. It was 
a government of men and not of law, differing only 
superficially from the dictatorship of Mussolini, of 
Hitler and even of Stalin. The spirit of American 
liberty and democracy was seemingly crushed and 
dead.

Wooden posts and poul- 
try nt'tting have proved entirely ef- 
fective In places whore te.'its have been 
made, but heavier construction is rec- 
f-ommended by the inventor where the 
traps are exposed to heavy sea. 

Gathers Flotsam and .letsam 

The Curney s-'ind trap consists of 
low. upright posts and a connecting 
framework which supports a metal 
net. Elevated a few inches above the 
sand of tho beach, the trap gathers 
all manner of matter that is deposited 
hy the tide, weeds and bits of flot- 
sam which cling to the net and form 
the trap which gathers and holds the 
sand. A trap elevated six inches above 
the beach level has been known to 
completely bury itself in a few hours 
during a .storm. This on a beach 
which ordinarily would have been 
lowered by such an onslaught of the 
elements.

Attornev General Paul A. Dover has ruled ihat the 
Stale Industrial Accident Board c.n legally grant a leave; 
of absence to one of ils nicnbers, "if, in the eKercisc of 
sound judgment, it dclcnnincs that it uiU be beneficial to: 
the public service, rather tlian detrimental thereto." 

The rtiling applies t,. Willi.-un S. Conroy of Fall River. 
Having been appointed by Govern.^rjMirley In be a member 
of the Accident Hoard ^vhilc still serving as Senat..r, elected i 
bv the voters of tlie Second Hrislol district. -Mr. Conroy has 
asked to be relieved of his <lutic,s with the Board during the 
next session of the legislature, so that he may continue to 
gerve as senator. 

It is understood ibat .six of llie seven members of the 
Board arc agreeable to the arrangement. Whether they li.ave 
exercised the ".sound judgment" that determines that such a 
course is "beneficial to the public service" may be open to 

question. 

It may be suspected that Mr. Conroy desires to continue 
as senator in order to provide a vote for measures favored 
by Governor Curlcy, uho appointed him, in a Senate in 
^vllidl the strength of the political parties is closely divided. 

The Accident Board ^^ill need to consider whether such 
a motive can be construed to be beneficial to the public

union. It must be judged, however, for rea- 
soiial)lcness in terms of logic rather than of 
emotion. 

The reasoning of llie protestants is that 
Goodwin is l)eing well paid to do a fuii-time 
jjublic job, that they are i)aying their full 
sluH-e of his salary, llial tiicy Ijcliove his con-

And ollurs continue tiieir i)rivate 
t jobs while in public ollice; sometimes tluy 
I are merchants, sometimes they are manufac- 
I turcrs, antl sumelimes tliey are professional 
meii.i-lcnerallv, there is no fault to lind with 
public otliciais who keep their bands on pri- 
vate interests uidess by so doing tiiey cause 
a conllict of nersonal practises tliat is harm- 
ful to the public interest. 

Goodwin is a public oilicial, who, in pri- 
vate as well as in public life, is a politician 
and a prominent ligurc in the leadership of 
that union of .siioc workei , known as the 
Brockton Brutiierhood. 

It was in his private-life capacities that 
he entered the Haverhill industrial situation. 
As a politician, his innuence among Brock- 
ton workers has been useful; certainly, sim- 
ilar inlUiencc among Haverhill workers 
would be useful — to him as well as to his 
political superior, Curley himself.

Legislature Will Be Asked Again to Con- 
sider Bill for Repeal of Pre-Primary 
Conventions 



The 1935 legislature failed to repeal the pre-primary 
convention law, after Governor Curley had advocated it in 
his inaugural address and pTOTfiment Democrats had urged 
such action in the legislative hearing on the subject. How- 
ever, a test will be made to ascertain if there has been any 
change in sentiment at the incoming session, because a new 
bill for the law's repeal has been filed by Representative 
Timothy J. Murphy of Dorchester. The fate of the bill 
will be awaited with interest, for the weight of argument 
seems to be in its favor. 

The law providing for such conventions of the Denio- 
cratic and Republican parties became effective in 1934, its 
purpose being to have them endorse outstanding candi- 
dates for state office for the guidance of the voters at the 
regular state primaries in September of the biennial elec- 
tion years. The spring primaries held that year for the 
selection of delegates to the conventions cost the cities and 
towns of the state about $250,000, and attendance at them 
was so poor as to cast early doubt on the soundness of the 
idea. Only about ten per cent of all the registered voters 
in the commonwealth participated in those primaries. 
Delegates chosen by such a small part of the whole elec- 
torate hardly could be expected to reflect accurately the 
desires of their party majorities on the subject of candi- 
dates for state office. The results of the 1934 state prim- 
aries substantiated that opinion. 

Governor Curley ran a poor second to General Charles 
H, Cole for the Democratic convention endorsement for 
the office of chief executive of the commonwealth. Disre- 
garding that action, though, he ran for the nomination at 
the September primaries, defeated General Cole easily 
and later was elected overwhelmingly. The most important 
action of the Republican convention was the endorsement 
of Mrs. Elizabeth W, Pidgeon for state auditor over Alonzo 
B. Cook, who had been the party candidate for twenty 
years, during most of which time he held the office. Never- 
theless, Mr. Cook was a candidate at the fall primaries and 
won the party nomination for that post. 

The nomination of all the other endorsed candidates 
was not significant, because they were outstanding in 
their fields and the results in those contests undoubtedly, 
would have been the same even if the conventions had not! 
been held. Really, the main body of voters showed lack of; 
.sympathy with the idea by remaining away from the 
spring primaries and by disregarding at the fall primaries 
the two important choices of the major party conventions. 
The idea was given a fair trial and fell so far short of 
expectations that the legislature would be ju.stified in 
repealing the law which put it into effect.

In these 20 towns alone, there 
have been accidents to 130 children 
and to 256 adults. In 17 of the 
towns, there were 46 deaths in that 
two-year period. 

"This is a fairly conclusive an- 
swer to those who say that high- 
way sidewalks are not needed," 
commented the CommLs-sioner, who 
said that both Qov.

Eli Note. The following editorial 
13 from a recent edition of the Boston 
Herald U has been widely repub- 
Ushed and is a thrust at Governor 
Curlev concerning the displacement of 
Dr. I'ayson Smith, commissioner of 

pjiication. 

The Commonwealth has become so 
accu.s-tomed recently to hang its head 
in shame at the Hagrant disregard on 
Beacon Hill of wholesome oid prin- 
ciples and upright old practices that 
it expects addiUonal outrages as a 
matter of course for another year. ; 
Nevertheless, the whole community 
will be shocked by the heartless oust- >. 
ing of Dr. I'ayson Smith, commission- j 
er of education, and the immediate ■ 
appointment and confirmation of his 
successor. ■ 

We lose a liberal, high-minded, con- 
scientious, capable gentleman, who 
has served us admirably for twenty 
years without any thought of race, 
religion, partisan politics or anything 
except tne good of the Common- 
wealth. 

He has had the confidence and re- 
spect of every governor but Mr. Cur- 
ley. He has made the deparlnieiTtrST 
eduo»Hon one of the finest in the 
country, and a model for our sister 
states. Practically all the school su- 
perintendents in Massachusetts, with 
the conspicuous exception of the 
Adams man who replaces him, not

The Governor went in mock 
seriousness through the empty for- 
mality of lirst presenting the name 
of Commissioner Smith, well knowing 
that by pieairangement the Council 
would refuse to confirm. The Gover- 
nor is utterly childish if he has the 
iiDtion that this selt-servmg action 
will deceive anybody, even tne most 
gullible.

1,!ck while preparing to come to 
j;oEton this morning. His sons, 
Clinion and Melbourne, found him 
dead in a chair. 

Mr. Dorr was a Down East Yan- 
kee from a Maine farm— farm boy, 
s.Twmlll hand, school teacher, pants 
.salesman, merchandiser and econ- 
omist in turn. 

He posiscssed the inborn thrift Of 
his forbears and combined it with 
bountiful eenerosity. These, with n, 
)ustic salty humor and a shrewd 
grasp of merchandising, he wove 
into the Washington street stoi'e 
■with which he was associated for 
40 years. 

A realist rather than a theorist, 
he' recently remarked: 



"We need more men who wear 
galluses to help run the country." 

And he always maintained that, , 
so far as Raymond's was con- \ 
cerned, there was no depression. 

He wrote his own unique adver- 
tising In the phonetically spelled 
phraseology of the hayseed and' 
"Uncle Eph" became a real per- 
sonality for the hundreds of thou- 
sands who found a sound philosophy 
salted into his story of what he had 
to sell. 

Orland, Me., was his boyhood 
home. While he loved the country 
he did not relish the farmwork and 
at the age of eight he embarked 
upon a business venture, making a 
kettle of soap which he sold at a 
profit. 
HAD A JOB AT 14 

At 14 he went to work in a saw- 
mill at Ellsworth, Me., 11 miles 
from his home, and there he first 
put in the long hours he later wa.s 
to devote to his o-'n business. He 
■worked at the saw from 6 to 6 on 
short days and sometimes put in 
36 hours at a stretch. 

Later he taught school In Ells- 
•vvorth, Surry and Ea.stbrook and 
became superintendent ot schools 1 

at Ormond. 

His entry into the business in 
which ho was later to achieve a 
great measure of fame was in Bel- 
fiast. Me. 

There he worked for a clothing 
manufacturer. With 12 months' cx- 
oerience in this line, young Dorr 
went into business for himself, buy- 
ing woolen remnants which a eeam- 
stress made into trousers. 

With a small stock he wen about 
Maine cities and towns selling his 
goods from the tail end o£ a wagon 

to Maine village stores. 
'°ln the early nineties Mr. Dorr ob- 
tained a position with the Plym 
out Rock Pants Company of Bos 
ton, owned by George J. Raymond. 
Soon he was allowed to open a re- 
tail branch in Concord, N. H. 
UNIQUE METHODS 

Five years before the turn of 
the century he joined the Ray- 
mond's store in Boston. 

His first job was to "sell out" 
a Framingham store in much the 
same fashion that has made Ray- 
mond's a watchword for unique 
merchandising and advertising 
eforts in the city. 

More frequently as time went on 
he "sold out" more and more 
stores, eventually becoming the 
right-hand man of Raymonds 

founder. , ,, j . mm 

When Mr. Raymond died in laiOi 
Ml Dorr took over the manage- 
ment, and a year later "e bought 
out the bueinese from the Ray- 
mond heirs. I 
Mr Dorr is survived by two sons, |

of Raymond's. His wife died sev- 
eral years ago.

The Governor, in a letter to ^a-j 
tional Administrator Harry Hopkins, ; 
asserted that the people of Massa- ! 
chusetts were accustomed to weekly 
pavdavs. and pointed out that a stat- 
ute in the state laws called for the 
weekly payment of wages to laborers. 
At the same time Gov Curley 
ordered Mr? Agnes Parker, who han- 
dled the collections for the executive 
office's Christmas baskets, to sort out 
those letters which were from W. P. 
A and E. R. A. ■w.'orkers who were 
unpaid before Christmas, or so poor- 
Iv paid that they lacked the funds 
for a Christmas dinner for the fam- 
ilies. 

The Governor also announced todav 
that he had received notice *rom 68 
workers of E. R. A. project 539 that 
thev had still not been paid what was 
owed them before Christmas. The 
men informed him. the Governor 
said, that thev had waited fronri 8 in 
the morning until 11 at night on 
Tuesday, and had waited yesterday 
and todav for their pay.

Every municipality In Massachusetts witli a population of 
more than 10,000 would be required to set up its own local planning 
board and to base future developments in the municipality on a 
"master map" under tlie terms of a bill filed yesterday by Repre- 
sentative Christian A. Herter of Boston, Changes and additions 
to these maps would be made only after public hearings by the 
planning boards. 

Tlie bill provides that the master i 

map would show "existing and de- 
sirable proposed ways, street grades, 
public places, bridges and tunnies, 
viadULtc, parks, parkways, play- 
grounds, sites for public buildings 
and structures and zoning det?'s, 
pierheads and bulkhead lines, routes 
of railways, buses and ferries, and 
location of sewers, water conduits 
and other public utilities," 

Cities and towns of less than 10,- 
000 population would be authorized 
to come under the provisions of the 
proposed act if they wished, but 
larger municipalities would have 
no choice.

Offered to Aid Wagner, He Says 

For a number of years the pair have 
been intimate friends and have ex- 
changed confidences and assisted each 
other in their plans for the future. 

Some time ago, according to his 
Statements to ofticials yesterday, he 
learned that Professor Wagner's name 
had been placed before the Boston 
School Committee for a high public 
post. He- said he expressed to Pro- 
fessor Wagner the belief that his 
friend would .secure the high public 
office and a.«.sured him that anything 
he could do to recommend him he 
would be glad to do. 

Mention of Job Over Phone 

.Some time .ifter Professor Wagner 
allege.") that he was approached by a 
judge and told that for $2000 the Judge 
could secure for the professor the post, 
according to Mr. Devlin's, story to 
the District Attorney and his aides, 
lie received a telephone call from a 
person with whose name he was unable 
to furnish the district attorney, he 
said.

In a 
conference In the executive chamber, 
I attended by James T. Morlarty, state 
commissioner of labor and Industry 
the Governor told Goodwin hl.s labor 
activities were "unethical" and ord- 
ered him to withdraw from them or 
resign as registrar of motor vehicles. 
After considering the Governor's 
ultimatum for a few hours, the reg- 
istrar said he would refuse to for- 
feit his rights of free speech and tree 
action even though he might be 
ousted from his $6000 Job at the 
registry, to which the Governor ap- 
pointed him last January. He de- 
nied engaging In any unethical prac- 
tices. 

"1 helped 13,000 shoe workers to 
drive the Boot and Shoe Workers out 
of Brockton, a union which was I 
supposed to represent the workers," 
Goodwin told Curley, "but was their 
master and was more a manufact- 
urers' union than a workers' union. 
'Recently that union went to Ha- 
verhill and signed contracts with the 
manufacturers, as the representatives 
of the 8000 shoe workers In Haver- 
hill and they and the manufactur- 
ers then proceeded to order the 
workers to beome members of the 
Boot and Shoe and pay dues whether 
they wanted to or not. This Is, In my 
opinion, un-Amcncan and an Imposi- 
tion on thousands of helpless men 
and women. 

"At the request of the Brockton 
workers, on my own time and with- 
out pay, I went to Haverhill for the 
purpose of telling the shoo workers 
of that city of the dangers confront- 
ing them.

"No .lob is worth so much to 
me that I shall feel called upon 
to sacrifice my right as an Amer- 
ican citizen to free speech and 
free action .so long a.s it does not 
interfere with the job. 
"I helped 13.000 shoe workers to 
drive the Boot and Shoe Workers' 
Union out of Brockton, a union which 
was supposed to represent the work- 
er.'', but wa.s their master and was 
more a manufacturers' union than a 
workers' union. 

"Recently that union went to Ha- 
verhill and signed contracts with the 
manufacturers, as the repre.>ientatives 
of the 8000 shoe workers In Haverhill, 
and they and the manufacturers then 
proceeded to order the workers to 
become members of the Boot and 
Shoe ana pay dues, whether they 
wanted to or not. This is, in my 
opinion. un-American and an impo- 
sition cJn thousands of helpless men 
and women. 

"At the request of the Brock- 
ton workers, on my own time 
and without pay I went to Hav- 
erhill for the purpose of telling 
the shoe workers of that city of 
the dangers confronting them. 

"I am more Interested In the wel- 
fare of the thousands of shoe work- 
ers that I am in the position of regis- 
trar of motor vehicles, even though 
one pays me $6000 a year and the 
other pays me nothing." 

Goodwin pointed out that, when 
he conferred with the governor Fri- 
day State Labor Commissioner 
Janies T. Moriarty. "who Is apparent- 
ly very much interested in putting the 
Boot and Shoe over on the worker,-' 
Of Haverhill," was present. ^^ 

"I have no quarrel with that, 
Goodwin said, "but do not consider 
Mr Moriarty in any different po- 
sition than mine. He keeps his in- 
terest in the American Federation of 
Labor and I have an interest in the 
shoe workers of Massachu.sett.s." 

Sub.sequently Moriarty denied he is 
an official of organized labor. He said 
he was in the governor's office on 
another mi.ssion when Goodwin ar- 
rived. 

I This is Goodwin's third dispute 
with a Massachusetts governor. Be- 
I cause he refu.sed to cease his criti- 
cism of judges, he was ou.sted as 
registrar by then Gov. Alvan T. Ful- 
ler in 1927. After several disputes with 
then Gov. Jaseph B. Ely, Goodwin, in 
1934, was demoted from the chair- 
manship of the Boston finance com- 
' mission.

I Today, by special delivery, a com- 
' plete report on the activities o£ tlie 
Gov Curley Democratic Women's club 
was sent to His Excellency, Governor 
James M. Curley, by Mrs. Theresa 
V McDermott, president.

Campaii-n committee. 

The campaign commenced, ana mis 
group of women worked in conjunc- 
tion with the men'e; di\i8ion of the 
Curlev for Governor campaign com- 
mittee The committee activities were 
TO numerous th;.t H was necessary to 
call meetings every second evening. 
In the face of stl opposition and ter- 
rific odds, Mrs. McDermott and her 
group of loyal workers succeeded ..i 
obtaining about 11,000 pledges for', 
their candidate, who was running on 
an independent ticket. 

Today there is no uuubt ot the. 
excellent work done by Mrs. ' cDer- 
mott and her organization. The re- 
sult was that the independent candi- 
date carried Lowell by a 2 to 1 vote. 
Shortly after the election, when many 
would have been satisfied with the 
success accorded their candidate and 
dropped future political activities, in^ 
the same candidate's behaK, this groupj 
of 11 women began the actual organ- 
ization work ot the Governor James M.'

It has the distinction of being one 
of the largest and strongest women's 
political clubs In New Kngland. Its 
many social functions are always well 
attended, while its philanthropic work 
has been outstanding. j 

The charter, which was presented to I 
Mrs McDermott at a banquet held at ! 
Memorial Auditorium last spring, was 
presented by Gov Curley himself. It 
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was seeuied through the efforts of 
the club's lesal adviser, Hon. J. Jo- 
seph Hennessy, who has proven his 
loyalty many tlme^ over since be- 
coming associated with the group 
(luring the eariy stages of the cam- 
paign. 

A series of socials have been held 
during the year, including an Irish 
concert on March 17, followed by the 
charter banquet; an excursion to a 
nearby beach resort in July which was 
attended by Lieut. -Gov, Joseph L, 
Hurley «nd Atty. General Paul A. 
Dever; penny sales and whist parties, 
a costume party, a Curley ball and, 
recently, a. Christmas party for mem- 
bers and their children. 

During the Christmas holiday, the 
club distributed more than 100 bas- 
kets with proceeds obtained from the 
Curley ball and whist parties. 

In August, a testimonial was given 
Mrs. McDermott by the club upon 
Iier appointment by the governor to 
the trusteeship of the Massachusetts 
State Infirmary.

Friends of Goodwin were quoted 
as pointing out that Governor Cur- 
ley knew Goodwin was the spokes- 
man of the Brockton shoe work- 
ers when he appointed him to the 
Registry last February, and he 
knew also that Governor Ely drop- 
ped Goodwin from a $5,000 job as ^ 
chairman of the Boston Finance 
Commission because he refused to 
quit labor activitief. 

The iiresent controversy had its 
beginning Thursday night, when 
Goodwin made a speech in Haver- 
hill urging shoe workers of that 
city to join the Brockton Brother- 
hood of Shoe and Allied Craftsmen 
rather than the Boot and Shoe 
Workers I'nion. He has been an 
unpaid adviser to the Brockton 
Brotherhood, taking the stand that 
the Boot and Shoe W'orkers Union 
is tyrannical and "more a manu- 
facturers' union than a workers' 
union." 

Curley Reproves Goodwin 
Protests were promptly made to 
Governor Curley that Goodwin 
went to Haverhill as a State offi- 
cial and used his position to make 
an "un-American and anti-labor" 
altack on the shoe trade union. 

Governor Ctirley called Goodwin 
to the State House yesterday and, 
in the jircsence of Labor Commis- 
sioner James T. Moriarty. former 
president of the. State Federation 
of Labor, expressed his disapprov- 
al. 

"I told Mr. Goodwin," the Gov- 
ernor said, "that I considered it 
unethical for an official of the 
State to conduct work outside the 
work of the office he holds. I told 
him I didn't approve of that out- 
side work. 

"Mr. Goodwin said he did not con- 
sider this outside work as un- 
ethical and that he believed it to 
be perfectly proper. He explained 
that he had had the same trouble 
with Mr. Ely and that it was the 
reason he left the Boston finance 
commission. 

"I repeated that I still consid_ered 
the outside work unethical 'and 
that he should make the choice of 
continuing as registrar or contin- 
uing his outside activities in la )or 
controversies. I told him he m 'jst 



make the choice and it would have 
to be one thing or the other, i ! 
don't see why I should indirectly 
become involved in a row wun 
organized labor." 

Goodwin Replies 
Goodwin released the following 
statement ; * 

"In the various public offices that 
I have held, I have given my best 
and never neglected the work the 
position called for and the same is 
true at the present time. 

"It is also true that I have al- 
wavs reserved to myself the right 
to take any stand or express any 
opinion that I thought was for the 
good of a cause in which I was in- 
terested and I am too old now to 
change that policy. 

"No job is worth so much to me 
that I shall feel called upon to 
sacrifice my right as an American 
citizen to free speech and free ac- 
tion so long as it does not inter- 
fere with the job. 
j "I helped 13.000 shoe workers to

Zoning Problem Looms 

ONE of the problems wlvich un- 
doubtedly will come bofore the 
City council in the new .year is that 
of "zoning Unable to rent ther 
proi>ertv or sell it tor residentlaJ 
purposes, e.xcept at a sacrifice, at 
least three owners who were turned 
down by the outgoing city govern- 
ment are said to be prepared to re- 
open their fight when the new gov- 
ernment organizes. They see a ray 
of hope, possibly, in the fact five of 
the eleven members of the 1936-'37 
Council are new to Uie board and 
may be sympaUietic to their ap- 
peals. They do not expect favorable 
action from the Planning Board be- 
cause that body turned them down 
tieJore, and it remains intact at the 
start of the new municipal year. 

If the zoning battle comes to the 
floor of the Council again the lines 
of attack and defense probably wUl 
be about the same as in past skir- 
mishes. The proponents of change 
from residential to bu.siness will tell 
of heavy financial burdens because 
of taxes and other overhead on 
property which they can't rent. 
They will natui-ally point to neigh- 
Iwring businesses in territory which 
onoe was residential and will con- 
tend, in Uie case of South Street at 
leasts that this once beautiful street 
ha« become conmiercialized to an 
•xtent where it would be far better 
now to allow business to go the full 
distance from The Wendell to 
Me-morial Paik. This wUl be opposed 
by the American Legion because of

(Barre. Vt., Times) 
Some Governors of States are 
prone to exercise liberally their per- 
rogative to extend executive clem- 
ency to inmates of State penal in- 
stitiition.s: others go to that matter 
rather charily. As a rule, Vermont 
Governors are in the lattei- classifi- 
cation and they rarely, if ever, make 
a wholesale delivery on some holi- 
day, as Governor Curloy of Massa- 
chusetts did on the TPfceni Thanks- 
giving when he pardoned 15 men, 
four of whom were life-termers for 
committing murder or manslaugh- 
ter. In issuing the pardons, the 
I Governor of Massachusetts has to 
'submit his plan to Uie Executive 
, Council for approval. In some of 
1 the 15 cases thei^ was by no means j 
' unanimous sentiment in favor of | 
'the pai-don; yet the pardons were i 
i granted, a majority counting in the 
: decision. 

' On the whole, we like the Ver- 
'mont way of doing the pardoning 
business, which is. to come to the 
! matter very cautiously and not to 
make a wholesale delivery of in- 
mates of tl^e State prison. 

We believe in the pardon system 
as applicable to certain cases but 
are inclined to think that the sys- 
tem works out better where there 
is no plan on foot to obsen-e some 
particular holiday through libera- 
tion of a large number of inmates. 
A pardon has as much reason for 
being granted on any day of the 
year as it has on a holiday, and 
without fanfare of publicity. If a 
man, or woman, deserves a pardon 
why wait for a holiday to confer the 
boon? ■ - —

IN HIS STAND 



Proclivities for meddling with 
about everything imaginable as 
shown in the long career in public 
life of Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Frank A. Goodwin have now 
brought him into sharp controversy 
with Gov Jarae,s M- Curley. Consid- 
ering the record of Registrar Good- 
win in all fairness it may be re- 
marked that he has many points in 
his favor including a determination 
to enforce the law with the utmost 
vigor. He may have erred in arbi- 
trary administration of affairs but 
was seldom accused of excessive le- 
niency toward offenders. 

His greatest offense was in con- 
stantly going outside the affairs of 
his office and by suggestion or ac- 
tion interfering with the business 
of others. Long experience in the 
value of enlisting public interest In 
the doings of his department had 
evidently given him a liking for 
publicity. Attention became simply 
indispensable and when satisfactory 
material was larking in the regular 
routine there was no other course 
than to search elsewhere for it. 
Much noi.se was evidently considered 
as a prime essential, a factor that 
will be regarded by many as really 
of much loss consequence than ef- 
ficient, quiet administration. 

Registrar Goodwin is not entitled 
to condemnation for stepping aside 
from the beaten path where every- 
one travels. Those who act inde- 
pendently are often of the greatest 
value to society, it will be recog- 
nized.

Goodwin's reply to the attack from 
that quarter was that he is not a 
candidate for any public office. 

The controversy was provoked by 
complaints registered with the Gov- 
ernor on belialf of organized labor 
officials that Goodwin was interfer- 
ing with their activities in the boot 
and shoe industry.

"I helped 13,000 shoe workers to 
drive the Boot and Shoe Workers 
out of Brockton, a union which was 
supposed to represent the workers, 
but was their master and was more 
a manufacturers' unio . than a work- 
ers' union. 

"Recently that union went to Ha- 
verhill and signed contracts with 
the manufacturers, as the represen- 
tatives of the 8000 shoe workers in 
Haverhill and they and the manu- 
facturers then proceeded ti^ order 
the workers to become members ot 
the Boot and Shoe and pa- dues, 
whether they wanted to or not. This 
is. in my opinion, un-American and 
an imposition on thousands of help- 
less men and women. 

"At the request of the Brockton 
workers, on my own time and with-i 
out pay, I went to Haverhill for the 
purpose of telling the shoe workers 
of that city ot the dangers confront-' 
mg them. 

"I am more interested in the wel- 
fare of the thousands of shoe work-' 
crs than I am in the position of 
registrar of motor vehicles even 
though one pays me $6000 a year 
and the other pays me nothing.' 



■111 my coniercnce with the uov- 
ernor today, Mr. James T. Moriarty,.

the interest of the Anacrican Federa- 
tion of Labor, was present.

"A fine excuse to enter Goodwin 
in whatever contest the Governor;

Unless Goodwin retreats from his 
present position, the Governor has 
no cour.'ie other than to remove him 
from office as regi-strar. 

This is the third time that Good- 
win has been involved in a major 
dispute with a Governor. Back in 
1927 his refusal to obey former 
Gov. Fuller's orders that he temper 
l:is criticism of judges resulted in 
liis removal from office as registrar, 
in which he had served since shortly 
after the war. 

Running for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Governor in 1928, Good- 
win was defeated by former Gov. 
Allen and the price he exacted for 
his support in the following election 
w-as the chairmanship of the Boston 
finance commission, to which he 
subsequently was appointed by Mr, 
Allen. 

Engaging in several disputes with 
former Gov. Ely, Goodwin was de- 
moted from the chairmanship ot 
the finance commission early in 
1934 and subsequently denied a new 
appointment when his tenure ex- 
pired a few months before the end 
I of the Ely administration. 
', In 1934 Goodwin again was a 
candidate lor the Republican nomi- 
nation for Governor and was de- 
feated by former Lt.-Gov. Bacon. 
He had qualified as an Independent 
candidate for Governor in the elec- 
tion and as such he polled 94,000 
1 vote.s. 

During the course of this cam- 
jpalgn he was repeatedly accused of 
1 Ming a "plant" in the' interests o« 
j Mr. Curley and that his reward 
I would be reappointment to his old 
.ob as registrar. Although the ex- 
Lstence of such an arrangement was 
vigorously denied, Goodwin was ap- 
pointed registrar to succeed Morgan

Mr. Dorr wrote his own adverlise- 
ment.s, created his own characters 
and made the suggestions for his 
cartoons.

One of the secrets of 
his marked .success •was the quick 
manner in which he conducted his 
business and on a cash basi.s. Once 
he wa.s forced, in taking over the pn- 
tiro stock of a local business firm, to 
assume the lease of the building as 
well, wliich he did. Shortly he 
turned over the 1 se of the building 
to another fi-" -t a profit. 

IN BUSINESS EARLY 

Mr. Dorr's first work was helping 
with the chores on his father's farm. 
He was eight years old when he first 
ventured into business. He tells it in 
his book. In a farmer's almanac he 
found a recipe for making soap, 
bought the ingredients with his 
scant ireasvire of pennies and made 
and peddled the soap at a profit, "It 
may have been the soap or the in- 
terest the nelghbor.s took in my 
youthful venture, but at any rate 
the soap sold," his book points out. 

As farming didn't appeal to the 
youthful Dorr at U he packed his 
belongings in a big bandanna 
handkerchief and on a Sunday 
trudged 11 miles lo a sawmill on the 
Ellsworth river. He was big and 
rugged for his age and obtained 
work at the mill, some times labor- 
ing 36 hours at a stretch. 

For six months he drew no money 
and with his earnings that winter 
attended school. The following 
spring he returned to the mill. He 
was 18 when he decided to quit the 
mill and take up school teaching. 
Learning there was a teaching job 
open in the little town of Surrey, 
he made application for the position. 

The agent laughed at his bid, but 
informed him that if he could pro- I 
duce a certificate of his fltne.ss he ! 
could have the job. Dorr plunged ' 
into study and late that .summer 
took an examination, passed and was 
given the job. 'When that school 
term n as over he learned of a va- 
cancy In EUeworth. He got that job. , 
which lasted until spring, and then 
he went to Easlbrook for another 
three months of teaching, receiving 
$25 a month and board. 

Between .school sessions. Dorr sold 
pumps to farmers, touring the coun- 
try with a horse and wagon. But his 
one ambition was to own a store of 
his own. He obtained a job in a Bel- 
fast. Me., factory, where he learned 
considerable about what went Into 
suits for men and how such suits 
were made. He put his savings. $325. 
into the purchase of cloth, He cut 
the cloth himself and pa.ssed it out 
to local seamstres.ses to be made into 
pants and did the pressing him- 
self. 

Packing the stock into a wagon he 
visited local stores selling a few pairs 
here and there at prices which ap- 
pealed to the country storekeepers. 
He had no overhead and could .sell 
much cheaper than regular jobbers. 
Believing that It he could work for a 
large organization that his advatrce- 
menl would be more rapid. Dorr 
sought employment with the Ply- 
mouth Rock Pants Company In Bos- 
ton. 

He wrote to the firm and was in- 
formed that although there ■was no 
opening they would be glad to talk 
■with him. Disposing of his remain- 
ing stock, horse and wagon, Dorr 
came to Boston, but found no open- 
ing. His frequent visits to the fac- 
tory found Its reward and the Arm

The first duty to Registrar of! 
Motor \'chicle5 Goodwin is to the 
people of ^[assachusctts. He is an' 
admirable official — there are none: 
better in the service of the State. 

He is especially valuable to the 
people ill his present position. The 
automobile problem, with its long and 
distressing list of accidents, is one of 
the greatest problems facing the na- j 
tion today.

It is but a recognition 
of his primary duty. 

If he will only give this his calm 
consideration we are sure he will de- 
cide in favor and earn the commenda- 
tion of those who admire him.

The possibility that former Congress 
man Robert Luce of Waltham will at- 
tempt a coroel)ack by seeking election m 
his old .seat from the Ninth District has 
upset the cauculations of party leaders 
and may cause a reversal of plana by 
prospective candidates for other offices 

There has been no public Indication b> 
Luce of his plans but there U a well- 
substantiated understanding among those 
watching the political weathervane that, 
if he abides by his pre.sent inclination. 
he will announce his candidacy tor the 
Republican nomination for the position 
TO^elded In the 1934 election to Con- 
gre<jsman-Mayor Richard M. Russell of 
Cambridge. 

.Since Luce's defeat two years ago. after 
sl.xteen years of service in the national 
House where he won distinction as one 
of the country's outstandingly able and 
scholarly congressmen, doubt has been 
generally expressed whether he again 
wotild eseay an election battle. 

The setback interrupled what Luce's 
backers and admirers figured wa.i his 
certain progress into the United States 
Senate, and It is conceivable that the 
ambition to repplr his legislative fences. 
at lea-st to the extent of rounding out 
twenty years In the Congrese, may be a 
determining factor In any consideration 
he Is giving to his future public activities. 
Discussion of Luce's poRs;b'.e candi- 
dacy has raised speculation as to any ef- 
fect It wotild have on the plans of Mayor 
Sinclair Weeks of Newton, whosa antici- 
pated announcement of his cand'.dacy 
for Rpptibllcan nomination for the United 
Slates Senate has been deferred so long 
as to raise doubt v.hether he will enler 
the contest.

Indications are that Oovernor James

ister the new unemployment compens.v 
tlon law will be contested by employers 
as Illegal. 

The ocntentlon la mode by some law- 
yers and among employers that the gov- 
ernor had not right to make the 
appointment at the time It was made, 
and that, therefore, the commission has 
no right to exist, to operate and to Incur 
expenses. 

Some employers took counsel before 
they filed answers to the questionnaire 
sent out by the commission, and were 
advl.-sed that they should make their fil- 
ings under protest In order to save their 
rights. They have been advlBe<l ai.so that 
the mere filing of these answers, which 
see kto give ine commission information 
j-elative to the number of employe»s and 
the size of the payrolls, does not consti- 
tute acceptance of the act, but tlirr. p.-r'- 
irient of the awsessmentN next year could 
be Interpreted as an act o. acceptance. 
Cons-equcntly If the commission proceeds 
lo collect some employers will seek a test. 

Aa the commission will not be ready 
to collect anything from the empl'iyers 
until April the real test may not come 
util tiien. Hy thai time there may bo 
leglslalvo amendments l>oth In the Slate ^ 
law and In the national Society Security - 
Act to overcome the present legal tangle.

Motor Rcglr.trar Deficj Order 

That He Ccsse Activities 

in Labor Disputes 



Frank A. Goodwin, State registrar of 
motor vehicles, was clinging precariously 
but tenaciously to hi« job today, while 
he waited in o.>en reljellion for Governor 
Curley to carry out his threat to remove 
him. 

Confined to his home with a severe 
cold. Governor Curley informed his offlce 
today that he had no statement to maite 
concerning Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Frank A. Goodwin's Indication that he 
would not accept the governors' ultima- 
tum. 

The governor has had a cold for mors 
than a weeic and was told by li.s i ... .- 
cian. Dr. Martin English, to remain at 
home iagt Tuesday. The governor re- 
fused to accept the advice, and attended 
the special meeting of the Executive 
Council. 

The motor reirtstrar, long a fiery figure 
in Massachusetts politics, flatly refused 
to heed the governor's ultimatum that he

In view of Goodwin'.^ out.spoken deH- 
anee, the next move fall.s to the govr- 
nor, and there appears to be no course 
open to hnn except to order the resii^- 
trars renjoval. The governor has inal- 
eated, however, that he will takc^ no ac- 
tion before next week. Meanwhile, the 
[ registrar is performing his dutie.'^ and is 
siven a chance to change his mind 
Tho di.spute between the governor'and 

aftei officials ot organized labor, a move- 
ment lor which the Rovernor has ex 
pressed great sympathy, protested that 
Goodwin was misusing his public onice 
by InterierinK in labor union activltie-< in 
the Havcvhill shoe industry. The cov 
ernor summoned Goodwin to the State 
House and informed him that he con 
«Mered "U unethical for an official of the 
hi vf ,L" .'.'onti'ict work outside the office 
he hold.s •■ and that he should make Tl?e 
choice or ••continuing a.s registrar or con- 
tlnuing his outside activities in law 
confroversies." The registrar insisted 
that his mterests in the shoe Workers 
were perfectly proper. vvorKeis 

Several hours after the interview 
which was attended by James T Moh' 
arty, state commissioner of labor atfd in 
dustrie-s and a former president of »"' 
Massachu.,ctts branch of the American 
Federation of Labor. Ciood«-in issued a 
statement in which he declared, ■'Xo lob 
is worth so much to mo that 1 shal fcl 
called upon to sacrifice ,uv rlgl" s ^!

.-iction so long as it does not interfere ! 
with the job." 

Goodwin further declared tbat he was! 
"more interested in the welfare of ihe 
thousands of .shoe workers than I am in 
the position uf registrar of motor veliicles. I 
own thougl) one pays me JCOOO a year' 
and the other pays me nothing." 

There were politicians, however, who 
refused to take seriously the split between 
tioodwin and the governor. Representa- 
tive Philip G. Bowker of Broc 'ine, a 
constant critic of the Curley admlj.'-tra- 
tion, described the situation as a "faK,^" 
to pavo the way for Goodwin's independ- 
ent candidacy for the United States Son- 
a'e at the next election, with a view »o 
.•-plitlins the Republican vote and thereby I 
insurin.g Curlcy's election to that office.; 

The position of Goodwin in being at ' 
odds with a governor is no new one to 
him. In 1!):'7 he was removed bv former I 
Governor Alvan T. Fuller as registrar of i 
motor vehicles because of bis atiack.s on j 
the courts. After Ijcing defeated for the ! 
Republican nomination for governor in 
UtL'K, Goodwin was appointed by former' 
Governor Frank G. Allen us chairman of' 
the Boston Finance Commi.ssion. He was ' 
ousted from that office by former Gov- 
ernor Joseph B. Ely, wlio appointed 
Joseph J, Leonard chairman when a 
vacancy occurred. Goodwin contended 
that the appointment was illeg.al. but 
lost his light in the courts to retain the 
cliairmanship. In 1934 Goodwin was an 
independent candidate for governor and 
wa,s accused by liepublican leaders of 
entering the contest to take votes from 
Caspar G. Bacon, the Republican candi- 
date. In January this year, by orders of 
<l<r\'ernor Curley, Goodwin was appointed . 
motor registrar to succeed Morgan T. ' 
Ryan. j

JUST A FEW YEARS AGO 

As 1935 reaches its end and the New Year is 
just around the corner, let us meditate upon the 
great significance of certain events in the past twelve 
months. 



A year ago the New Deal was at the full tide 
of power and popularity.

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\ The Move to Oust Goodwin 

The demand that three residents of Ha- 
verhill have made to Governor Curley for 
the removal of Tnuik A. Goodwin as regis- 
trar of motof vehicles is deeply rooted in 
natural resentment of the spectacle of an 
otlicial in the employ of the state working 
as an organizer in this city for a Brockton 
union. It must he judged, however, for rea- 
sonai)lcness in terms of logic rather Hum of 
emotion. 

The reasoning of the protestants is lliat 
(ioodwin is heing well piiid to do a fuil-limc 
puhlic joh, thai tliey are paying Hieir full 
share of his salarv, that liiey helieve his con- 
duct in Haverliiil is delrinienlal lo the com- 
munity, and tiiat consc(]uenlly he siiould he 
compelled to decide whicli joh he wants- 
registrar or lahor leader; if lie chooses the 
latter, let him quit the former. Such, in suh- 
stance, is tl)e argument of those who demand 
his removal for trying to do two johs at 
once. 

It raises a question that is not easy to 
answer. Some pul)lic otlicials are required 
hv law to aiiandon or alter materially occu- 
pations that they have followed in private 
life. Otliers arc forced hy circumstances lo 
give up private work when they take up pub- 
lic work. And otiurs continue tiieir ])rivatc 
jobs while in imblic otlicc; sometimes they 
are merchants, sometimes they are manufac- 
turers, and sometimes (hey are professional 
men.Xjcnerally. tliere is no fault to iiud with 
puhlic olliciais who keep their hands on pri- 
vate interests unless by so doing they cause 
a contlict of nersonal practises that is harm- 
ful to the public interest. 

Gooiiwin is a puhlic oflicial, who, in pri- 
vate as well as in public life, is a politician 
and a prominent figure in (he leadership of 
that union of shoe worket^ known as the 
Brockton Brotherhood. 

It was in his private-life capacities that 
he entered the Haverhill industrial situation. 
As a politician, bis inllucncc among Brock- 
ton workers' has been useful; certainly, sim- 
ilar inlluencc among Haverhill workers 
would be useful — to him as well as to his 
political superior, Curley himself. As a la- 
bor leader, he is interested in Haverhill he- 
cause victory for the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers miion in Haverhill will so increase the 
jirestige of that organization tliat the fall of 
Brockton to the sweep of its movement of 
organization will be but a matter of time. In 
other words, if the Boot and Shoe gets Ha- 
verhill it will get Brockton; and if it gets 
Brockton, Goodwin will lose his iniluence 
there and his associates, the oificials of the 
Brockton union, will lose their johs. 

Goodwin, obviously, has a lot at stake 
the Haverhill situation, both as politic 
and as labor leader.

j Some governors of states are 
prone to exercise liberally their pre- 
rogative to extend executive clem- 
ency to inmates of state penal insti- 
I tutions; others go to that mattei 
rather charily. As a rule Vermont 
governors are in the latter classifica- 
tion and they rarely, if ever, make a 
wholesale delivery on some holiday 
as Governor^Curley of Massachusetts 
did on tW fecerff Thanksgiving when 
he pardoned fifteen men four of 
whom were life-termers for commit- 
ting murder or manslaughter. In 
issuing the pardons, the governor of 
Massachusetts has to submit his 
plan to the executive council for ap- 
proval. In some of the fifteen cases 
there was by no means unanimous 
sentiment in favor of the pardon; yet 
the pardons were granted, a major- 
ity counting in the decision. 

On the whole, we like the Vermont 
way of doing the pardoning business, 
which is, to come to the matter very 
cautiously and not to make a whole- 
sale delivery of inmates of the state 
prison. 

We believe in the pardon system 
as applicable to certain cases but are

Projects Under Way Where 

46 Have Been Killed 

—386 Hurt 

BOSTON, Dec. 27.— In the area 
known as "the 20 worst accident 
spot^s" In Massachusetts where 386 
pedestrians have been injured and 
46 killed on State highways, there 
are 32 sidewalk projects under way 
as a "safety measure," Public 
Works Commissioner William P. 
Callahan said yesterday. 

Of these 32, the State PubUc 
Works Department has 16 bond-Is- 
sue projects in active operation, 
while the WPA has 4. The State 
has 4. The State has completed 
ha-s completed 2, while the WPA 
ha.s not fintshed any as yet. The 
State is planning 8 more, while 
the WPA has two planned forthis 
I area. trlffiMI 

Commissioner Callalian has just 
completed a siu-vey of these "20 
worst spots" from the viewpoint of 
how pedestrians have fared on 
State highways which lack suitable 
sidewalk protection. A two-year 
period of 1933 and 1934 showed 
surprising facts, he said. 

In these 20 towns alone, there 
have been accidents to 130 children 
and to 256 adults. In 17 of the 
towns, there were 46 deaths in that 
two-year period. 

"This is a fairly conclusive an- 
.swer to those who say that high- 
way sidewalks are not needed," 
commented the Commissioner, who 
said that both Oov, Curley and he 
feel that the ac'cIMTE' and death 
rate can be cut down sharply in 
coming years, after the sidewalks 
are in use.

Hi.s sons, 
Clinton snd Melbourne, found him

Mr, Dorr wag a Down East Yan- 
l<ee from a Maine farm — farm boy, 
siwmlll hand, school teacher, pants 
.sale.-jman, merchandiser and econ- 
omi.st in turn. , 

He po.sso<jaed the inborn thrift of I 
his forbears and combined il with : 
bountiful generosity. These, with a ' 
rustic salty humor and a shrewd 
grasp of merchandising, he wove 
Into the Washington street stofe 
■with which be was aaaociated (or 
40 years. 

A realist rather than a theorigt, 
he' recently remarked: 



"We need more men who wear 
galluses to help run the country." 

And he always maintained that, 
so far as Raymond's was con- 
rcerned, there was no depression. 

He wrote his own unique adver- 
tising in the phonetically spelled 
phraseology of the hayseed and 
uncie Eph" became a real per- 
sonality for the hundreds of thci»- 
eands who found a sound philosophy 
salted into his story of what he bad 
to sell. 

Orland. Me., was his boyhood 
home. While he loved the country 
ho did not reli.sh the farmwork and 
ai the age of eight he embarked 
upon a business venture, making a, 
kettle of soap which he sold at a 
profit. 

HAD A JOB AT 14 

At 11 he went to work In a saw- 
mill at Ellsworth, Me., 11 miles 
from hi.^ home, and there he first 
put in the long hours he later wa.-j 
to devote to his o-/n business. Ho 
■worked at the saw from 6 to 6 on 
short days and .sometimes put in 
S6 hours at a stretch. 

Later he taught school In Klls- 
•worth, Surry and Eastbrook and 
became superintendent of schools ' 
at Ormond. 

His entry info the bu.siness in 
which he was later to achieve a 
great measure of fame was in Bel- 
fast, Me. 

There he worked for a clothing 
manufacturer. With 12 months' ex- 
perience in this line, young Dorr 
went into business for himself, buy- 
ing woolen remnants which a seam- 
stress made into trousers. 

With a small stoclt he went about 
Maine cities and towns selling his 
goods from the tall end of a wagon 
to Maine vUlage stores. 

In the early nineties Mr. Dorr ol)- 
tained a position with the Plym- 
out Rock Pants Company of Bos- 
ton, owned by George J. Raymond. 
Soon he was allowed to open a re- 
tail 'braiich in Concord, N. H. 

UNIQUE METHODS 

Five years before the turn of 
the century he joined the Ray- 
mond's store in Boston. 

His first job was to "sell out" 
a Framingham store in much the 
same fashion that has made Ray- 
mond's a watchword for unique 
merchandising and advertising 
eforts in the city. 

More frequently as time went on 
ho "sold out" more and more 
stores, eventually becoming the 
right-hand man of Raymond's 
founder. 

When Mr. Raymond died In 1915, 
Mr. Dorr took over the manage- 
ment, and a year Liter he bought 
out the busincsfl from the Ray- 
mond heirs. I 

Mr. Dorr is survived by two sons, 
Clinton and Melbourne, bofh ac- 
tively engaged in tl.e management 
of Rayinond'.s. His wife died sev- 
eral years ago. 

Funeral servlcos, which will prol> 
ably be private, are to be held from 
the Winter street home in Framing- 
ham Center on Sunda.v. Burial i = 
to be In i^Jdgell Grove cemetery in 
Framingham Center, where hi.'i 
wife I.S buried.
